State Constitution which. It approved 
by the voters on November 
t>, will 


authorize the Issue of $50,000,000 with 
vrhloct to curry on t£« highway im- 
provamoni campaign, is regarded as 
of such importance that the other 
amendments to be submitted haro re- 
ceived oompurotivAiy little attention. 


Theae proposed amendments are 


three in number in add Rio a to the 
roud bond amendment. No. 1 woolii 
so amend Section 1 of Article IX that 
"public property used for public pur- 
pose, actual places of religious wor- 
jhip. placta of burial nut uaed or held 
tor -private or corporate profit. Insti- 
tutions of purely public charity, &?»! 
real and por»onal prop&rty owned, o<>- 
capicd and uaed by any branch, post 
or camp of honorably discharged sol- 
dlors, sailors and marines," shall be 
•dismpt from the payment of tarof as 
Levied ana collected under general tax 
laws. 


TMa ainendmont la Bimply extend- 


ing to organizations of veterans who 
nave served in the army, navy and 
marine corps the Baine privilege ia 
ilia maiter of tax exemption as now 
t-Djoyed by churches and charitable 
institutions. The reasonubJoaess aad 
justice of the amendment will appeal 
to all voters who have an intarest ia 
or an appreciation of thft service tha 
vijlerans of our wars have rendered 
Lho nation in times of emergency. 


Amendment N'o. 3 would grant to 


the Legislature the power "to cisssfy 
counties, cities, boroogha, school dia 
tricts and townships 
according 
to 


population." 


The advantages of this amendment 


are obvious when it !• remembered 
that in tha fib-Hence of classification* 
i; is now necaeaary to on act special

Amendment No. -4 would extend the 


^raatlri.j by railroads of "free passes 
or passefc at a discount" to clergymen, 
in addition to officers and employes, 
which are the only persons permitted 
to obtain, such transportation under 
Section S of Article XVI! of the Con- 
istUution, 


There Is aome division of senthnent 


of voters with r&spect to this amend- 
ment, some holding that there should 
be no enlarRement of the "free list" 
of railroad travelers; others contend- 
ing our clergymen should be accorded 
the sanio privilege extended them by 
neighboring states which have auth- 
orized railroads to give passes or re- 
duced rates of fare to all duly ac- 
credited clergymen.
